ATHENS. — Greek Foreign Minis- 
ter Dimitrios Bitsios γι 
strongly condemned the British 
Government’s decision to allow the 
transfer of Turkish-Cypriot refugees 
to Turkey and then to Cyprus’ 
Turkish-occupied zone. He termed 
the move “inexcusable” and said it 
stemmed not from humanitarian 
considerations but from deliberate 
political motivations. 

In Ankara, the Turkish Govern- 
ment began preparations for a 
Massive airlift to evacuate the 
10,000 refugees. Foreign Minister 
Melih Esenbel said yesterday the 
British decision had averted dam- 
age to Anglo-Turkish relations. It 
promoted a better atmosphere for 
negotiations between Turkish and 
Greek Cypriots on the island's fu- 
ture, he said. 

In Cyprus, the refugees at the 
British sovereign base area of Epis- 
kopi in the southern part of the 
island prepared jubilantly to depart 
for Turkey. Elsewhere on the island, 
Greek Cypriots protested the 
British decision to let them go. 

The refugees, men and women of 
all ages, many with bundles of be- 
longings, lined up outside special 
tents at three refugee camps inside 
the base area.

He said that “in total 
violation of this position” the Bri- 
tish government gave notice of its 
decision on the very day negotia- 
tions began in Nicosia over sub- 
stantive politica) issues.

MIKI’'S REGIME MAY BE SHORTLIVED — 
Japan’s unions seek massive pay hike 


TOKYO. —

tiveness of some of Japan's most im- - 


portant export industries. Japanese 
textiles, for example, until only a 
short time ago dominated world 
markets. Now things are so bad that 
Japanese companies are forming anti- 
recession cartels and the first 
moves are evident of protectionism 
to stop the flood of cheaper foreign 
textile imports primarily from South- 
East Asia, where labour costs are 
much lower. 

What bes so far been evident 
during the brief Miki reign is that 
the days of high economic growth- 
orientateti policies for Japan are, 
a least temporarily. over. Succes- 
sive conservative Governments for 
most of the last two decades have 
continued this policy, obsessed with 
an expanding gross national pro- 
duct {now the third largest after 
the U.S. and Soviet Union): 

Tanaka's grandiose for 
wholesale relocation of industry and 
population, linked by an ambitious 
network of high-speed roads and

railways, have been blamed as a 
prime cause of Japan's inflation, 
particularly the ridiculous rise in 
land prices that has put home 
ownership beyond the reach of all 
but a handful of Japanese. One of 
the first acts of the new Premier 
was to scrap a project calling for 
several bri the main is- 
land of Honshu with Shikoku 
across the Inland Sea. 

* But one of the major stumbling 
blocks facing Miki in the coming 
weeks and months is his own Libe- 
ral Democratic Party (LDP). His 
position is extremely weak, having 
vaulted over the backs of stronger 
rivals to the Premier’s seat through 
the brillant conniving of an LDP 


buro Shiine. 
Miki has also left himself open 
to opposition attack, especially over 
the controversial appointment of 
Toshio Komoto as Trade Minister. 
Although Parliament has found the 
charges not proved, Komoto hes 
been accused of stock manipulation 
in an attempted takeover of a major 
shipping firm. 
This has given the opposition a 


very welcome target to chip away 
at Milki's image as “Mr. Clean” in 
politics, and neither the Premier 
nor the Trade Minister has been 
very convincing in their parlia- 
mentary responses so far. 
Still, Miki has a considerable 
degree of public support at present 
for his image as an honest reformer. 
A first public opinion poll gives 
him almost 49 per cent support, 
which is regarded as extremely
